41 ,44 and 45, directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now 
subject to being rejoined.

WO'207 teaches a multi-layer ceramic 
filter but do not teach a wetting medium (binder) that forms the surface connections 
between the particles as claimed. Abe does not teach the specific glasses claimed as 
the wetting medium.
